In order that evidence might come. up’ fram 
Hongkong The application for Aadeas corpus, 
was made under rule 237, by which hts 
Lordship was empowered to refuse to grant 
the wilt of Aodeas corpus or to discharge 
the prisoner. The learned spplicant quoted 
from Sec, of the Fugitive Offerders? 
' Act, which he, held to apply to Shanghai 
‘gs it had been {ncladed to Orders-In-Conncil. 
By that sectlon, be contended the magistrate 
"must seo there was a wrong probable presump- 
tlon of guilt, It wasacare of larceny, and had 
a prima facts case been made out the magis. 
trate woold have been found to commit the 
prisoner, but !n this case the only evidence was 
given In the {sformation of George Millward, a 
freight clerk In the prosecuting Company, tho 
Canadian-Pacific. Alter ce'diog the inlorma- 
tlon which’ stated that Vincent was charged 
with stealing two boxes ‘and some ‘glass and 
chinaward, valce at $12, Mr, Nelson continuing 
his argument held that tho articles alleged 
to have been. stolen were {nsofficlenily 
particularited.

SHANGHAT TRADE REPORT.

Mr, Ls, Rocher, Commisatoncr of Customs, bas 
written an exhaustive, able and very Interesting 
report on-the trade of Shanghalin 1896, and as 
published in the Customs Yellow-book {t reads 
ss follows :—The year 1895, as slated by my 
predecessor, closed with agreeably disappointing 
lssties, 1896 -may well be characterised as

Chung-Sang proceeded to Russia as China's 
Imperial Envoy to the Tzar's coronation, and 
returned {n October, after a brilliant reception 
at the leading Courts of. Europe and America, 
Sheng 7a-ch'en, of China Merchants! fame, was 
by ImperlakDecree appointed Director General 
of Ratlways, and forthwith began the construce 
tlon of the Woosung-Shar gbal-Soochow.

By Imperial Decree Sir 
Robert Hat was entrnited with the orgentaa- 
tion. of an Imperial Wattonal Post Office, 
and China: hay-notified the Postal Unios pf her 
intended entrance Inlo {ts ranks, This much- 
needed Innovation {s bound to prove In time 
beneficial to the public an well as tothe Imperial 
Exchequer, The babonic plague having agels 
broken out {1 Canton and Hongkong, though 
with less virclence than in 1894, and spreading
